Children left distraught 
after despicable’ theft

DISABLED children from Northampton and 
Wellingborough were left in tears after callous 
thieves stole 15 of their specially converted 
wheelchairs. 

Wellingborough Phoenix Wheelchair Basketball 
Club left a plain box trailer with the wheelchairs 
in at the Weavers Sports Centre in Weavers Road, 
Wellingborough. 

Sometime between 9.15pm on Sunday and 
5.30pm on Monday, thieves stole the trailer along 
with the RGK Quatro chairs which each cost 
£ 1 , 000 . 

The wheelchair facility at the club is open to 
children of all ages and abilities from across 
Northamptonshire and also youngsters from 
outside the county, such as Milton Keynes. 

And the theft has left them facing their greatest 
challenge. 

Club chairman, Chris Dabbs, said: “One girl had 
only come for her first session on Saturday. 

“We have only had the wheelchairs for one year 
having got the money from the Aiming High 
Fund which helps disabled children. 

“I feel hollow and very sad that a lot of sessions 
which have been planned will now have to be 
cancelled. 

“It is absolutely disgusting someone would 
want to steal these wheelchairs from disabled 
children. 

“We are going to have to replace them by 
fundraising. 

“It is difficult but we have done it before. We will 
survive. 

“All members of the club have had to overcome 
a severe challenge and this is one more challenge 
we will have to master.” 

The wheelchairs are fully integrated as parents 


can use them to play with their children. For one 
ten-year-old disabled girl the crime is the worst 
Christmas present of all. 

Zahra Naqvi has been hit hard by the theft and 
when she was told about the crime she asked her 
mum if she would ever play basketball again. 

The little girl joined the Wellingborough 
Phoenix Wheelchair Basketball Club in 
September and for the past three months has 
loved playing the sport. 

However, this has now ground to a halt as a 
result of the theft. 

Her mum, Farzana, said: “Zahra joined in 
September. She absolutely loves going and looks 
forward to it each week. 

“She has been able to express herself physically. 

“When I told her about the theft it did hit her 
hard. 

“She asked me would she be able to play 
basketball again? 

“Playing the game has made a big difference to 
her. 

“She used to hate taking part in PE but she 
enjoyed it when she could take her specially 
adapted wheelchair to school to show her 
friends. 

“The basketball chairs are specially modified 
and are so expensive. 

“We could never afford one.” 

District Commander Chief Inspector Vaughan 
Clarke said: “This is a despicable crime which 
will affect the lives of disabled people. 

“We are appealing to the conscience of those 
that are aware of what has happened to the trail¬ 
er and wheelchairs to call either us or 
Crimestoppers so that we can return them to 
Wellingborough Phoenix Wheelchair Club.”

Hundreds are 
stopped for 
drink-driving 


Dodgy vodka may 
contain chemicals

TRADING Standards are 
warning the public not to 
buy illicit vodka this 
Christmas. 

Some shops in the county 
have been found selling 
bottles of the spirit branded 
‘Arctic Vodka’ and ‘Drop 
Vodka’. 

These products have been 
previously found to contain 
harmful chemicals including 
ispopropyl alcohol (found in 
cleaning fluid and hand 
sanitizer), methanol (used in 
anti-freeze) and also chloro¬ 
form. 

These chemicals are highly 
toxic and the public are urged 
to report where they see 
these products on sale. 

Trading Standards are 
working closely with the 
police and environmental 
health officers to identify 
sellers and stop the supply of 
these dangerous drinks. 

In the run-up to Christmas, 
they are increasing the num¬ 
ber of premises they visit and 
any illegal goods will be 
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seized and court action could 
follow. Premises could even 
lose their licenses. 

A Trading Standards 
spokesman said: “The public 
are encouraged to be vigilant 
and report any suspicious 
products to trading standards 
via Consumer Direct on 
08454 040506. 

“Shops might think they are 
getting a bargain by buying 
from a ‘man-in-a-van’. Not 
only could they cause great 
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harm to their customers but 
they could land themselves 
in court and also have their 
alcohol licence revoked.” 

Retailers can protect them¬ 
selves by only buying from 
reputable suppliers and 
always getting an invoice 
which clearly identifies the 
wholesaler and the products 
they have bought. 

The retailer must be able to 
show where they have 
obtained their stock. 


POLICE have been carrying out 
high-profile roadside drink- 
drive checks. 

Yesterday they were on the 
A428, Bedford Road, near 
Great Houghton, between 
7.45am and 9.15am. 

A total of 203 breath tests 
were carried out and all drivers 
were under the limit, although 
one was offered strong words 
of advice. 

Twelve verbal warnings were 
also given for minor vehicle 
defects. 

On Saturday between 6pm 
and lam cops were in St 
Peter’s Way, Northampton, 
where 322 drivers were 
breathalysed and two arrested 
for being over the limit. 

Two vehicles were seized, 
two endorsable fixed penalties 
were issued and 87 verbal 
warnings were given for minor 
vehicle defects. 

Officers could also be found 
on the A43 at the Holcot 
roundabout on Monday from 
7.30am to 9am. 

One hundred and twenty 
drivers were breathalysed, a 
21-year-old woman from 
Northampton was arrested 
after providing a reading more 
than twice the legal limit, one 
fixed penalty ticket was issued 
for a tyre offence and several 
verbal warnings were given for 
minor vehicle defects. 


Cash award 
set to keep 
education 
centre alive 

A NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
charity has won a cash 
award, which is vital to 
keep them running. 

The Life Education 
Centre (LEC), a group 
aimed at teaching 
schoolkids about healthy 
living and bullying, has 
been voted the winner of 
£6,000 from NatWest to 
help support children in 
Northamptonshire and 
surrounding areas. 

The LEC visits schools 
giving children lessons in 
specially designed high- 
tech classrooms, which 
they charge £285 a day for. 

But with the cost of 
running the centre at £320 
a day, they are over £30 out 
of pocket each day. 

Pamela Jennings, from 
the LEC, said: “This money 
is vital to support our run¬ 
ning costs as we need to 
make up the deficit, which 
was £25,000 last year. 

“We get donations from a 
variety of groups and this 
year myself and the rest of 
the fundraising team have 
raised around £18,000 to 
help running costs.” 

If they get enough money, 
they plan to visit every 
school in Northampton¬ 
shire over the next few 
years. 

Currently, they have seen 
around 26,000 primary 
school children across the 
county, which makes up 
about half of the total. 


£12k play facilities a boost for teens 


NEW play equipment costing 
£12,000 was officially opened 
this week. 

On Monday, residents in 
Rectory Farm, Northampton, 
were joined by the leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Councillor David Mackintosh, to 
celebrate the opening of the 
facilities for older children in 
the play area in Olden Road. 

The four new pieces of 
equipment join the existing 
apparatus that caters for 
children up to 12 years old. 

The need for the new 
equipment was identified by 
members of the residents’ 
association who were keen to 
give older children more 
suitable things to play on. 

With the help of the borough 
council’s east area neighbour¬ 
hood co-ordinator, the 
association successfully bid for 
the £12,000 through the 
authority’s I Love My Park fund, 
which has seen £250,000 
invested in improving parks 
across the town. 

Residents, children from 


Rectory Farm Primary School 
and young people who use the 
Rectory Farm Community 
Centre helped choose the 
equipment which includes a 
Gravity Bowl, Air Rider, City 
Board Rider and Aero Whirl. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “The play 
area has been crying out for 
equipment suitable for 
teenagers for some time and it 
is great to see this new 
equipment now installed. 

“The involvement of young 
people and other local residents 
in choosing the equipment has 
been very positive and helpful 
and I am sure they will make 
full use of it.” 

Chairman of Rectory Farm 
Residents’ Association, Keith 
Holland-Delamere, added: 

“We’re very pleased our bid for 
new play equipment was 
successful. 

“The young people were very 
excited when they had the 
opportunity to choose the new 
play equipment and we are 
pleased that it is their favourite 
design that is now in place.”

Prisoners set 
to enjoy tasty 
festive menu

INMATES at HMP Wellingborough will 
be eating well over the Christmas peri¬ 
od, with a selection of special meals 
available on Christmas Day, Boxing Day 
and New Year’s Day. 

Each day they will get a choice of three 
or four different options, for breakfast, 
lunch and dinner. 

On Christmas and Boxing Day prison¬ 
ers will also be given special packs 
including a bottle of pop, a chocolate bar 


and biscuits. The average cost of prison 
food is £2.20 per prisoner per day, some 
20p more than it costs to feed a primary 
school child, which equates to nearly £50 
more each year. 

A Prison Service spokesman said: 
“Prisoners may be given traditional 
Christmas meals but the cost must be 
met within the existing prison budget. 

"Meals must meet the minimum stan¬ 
dards set by the Prison Service, meeting 
prisoners’ faith and dietary needs and 
taking into account advice from the Food 
Standards Agency.” 



HALF the street lights might have been 
turned off across Northamptonshire 
but there is one set which is shining 
even brighter. 

On Monday, 22-year-old, Karl Beetson 
{pictured) from Torrington Road, 
Wellingborough appeared on King of 
Christmas Lights on Channel 4. 

The documentary followed different 
people from across the country to 
discover what motivates them to deco¬ 
rate their homes with festive lights 
worth thousands of pounds. 

Every year Mr Beetson tries to top 
what he and his dad, Alan, have done 
before and is always aiming to be bigger, 
better and brighter. 

Mr Beetson has got so good he now has 
animatronic puppets synchronised to 
play along with the seasonal songs. 

Giving his thoughts on the 
programme, Mr Beetson was disap¬ 
pointed so much of the filming they had 


done in Wellingborough ended up on 
the cutting room floor. 

He said: “They spent ages filming 
loads of stuff.

“They left all this out and didn’t say 
what we were raising money for.

THIS autumn I received the first 
payment of my State Pension. 

They are now paying me £155 per 
week, much more than I have had 
coming in for a whole 12 years. 

It was not pleasant to see funds flow¬ 
ing out of the bank, though fortunately 
that did eventually get stemmed. 

I know what it is like to be deceived by 
employers. 

I was one of Gordon Brown’s cut¬ 
backs, with a glowing picture of me that 
did not match the facts. 

They ridiculed my appeal, left me to 
sink or swim and now I have paid the 
mortgage off and got myself settled, 
they start to give money. 

I also get free prescriptions and free 
bus travel. 

However, I know I have had it a lot 
better than many now in their 50s in 
private accommodation or at threat of 
having their homes re-possessed. 

Benefits and jobs are harder to come 
by and whilst the raise in State Pension 
age is justifiable, an extra three years 
for those without work is no picnic. 

Oh and my tax allowance is shooting 
up. 

Things are highly distorted: those 
with a paid off mortgage and a private 
pension, however small, are fine, but 



for others the State Pension does not go 
far. 

In the past many brought it on 
themselves but these days luck plays a 
heavy part.

Conservatives stick together on cutting 


A MATTER of weeks after 
accusing Liberal Democrats 
of ‘scaremongering’ when 
genuine concerns were raised 
at the adverse effects the 
Conservatives’ switching off 
street lights could have on the 
effectiveness of the town’s 
CCTV network, the Tories are 
now proposing to axe an 
undisclosed number of 
cameras, ending those 
cameras deterrent and detec¬ 
tion role. 

This follows an assurance in 
August that there were “no 
plans to reduce the number 
of cameras in Northampton” 
and a pledge in September 
that the Conservatives were 
“committed to making 
Northampton a great place to 
live and work and our CCTV 
system has a significant part 
to play in making our 
community safer.” 

Quite simply, the Tories 
have failed to keep their 
promises. 

The leaders of the 
Conservative groups on both 
the borough and county 
councils have been less than 
honest with the public. 

The street light switch off, 
proposals to axe funding for 
Police Community Support 
Officers (PCSOs) and now 
plans to switch off CCTV 
cameras are merely the latest 
in a long line of failures by the 
Tories to support schemes 
which contribute to commu¬ 
nity safety. 

In 2005, they withdrew from 
the Area Partnership schemes 
and in 2009 the county Tories 
cut their funding for two 
Neighbourhood Coordinators 
who were each serving areas 
of deprivation. 


All are clear evidence that 
the Conservatives have 
absolutely no commitment to 
public safety whatsoever. 

The cost to the citizens of 
Northampton of operating 
the town’s multiple award¬ 
winning CCTV system is less 
than £1 per head per year. 

The indications are clear: 
the public wants to see the 
number of operational cam¬ 
eras maintained or even 
increased, not reduced, and 
public support for the hard¬ 
working PCSOs is equally as 
strong. 

The Liberal Democrats 
maintained funding for 
PCSOs and CCTV cameras 
despite prevailing economic 
conditions far more severe 
than those which the present 
Conservative administration 
faces and left the borough 
council’s finances in an 
incomparably better 

condition than the depleted 
reserves and state of chaos we 
inherited from the previous 
Conservative administration. 

Have the Conservatives 
already mismanaged the 
council’s accounts and 
returned to their “world’s 
worst council” standards? 

After just seven months in 
office, the Tories are fast prov¬ 
ing they have learned nothing 
since they were deemed “the 
world’s worst council.” 

Lrighteningly, it appears 
whatever the county 
Conservatives do today, the 
town Tories whom they view 
as their underlings, slavishly 
follow tomorrow. 

Both town and county 
deserve better.

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Man due in court charged with OAP’s murder 


A FORTY-seven-year-old Well¬ 
ingborough man appeared 
before Wellingborough 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday 
charged with the murder of 
pensioner Karoly Varga. 

Through a Hungarian 
translator Elemer Patakfalvi, of 
Fulmer Lane, confirmed his 


name, address and date of birth. 
Mr Patakfalvi was remanded in 
custody to appear at Leicester 
Crown Court today. 

He was arrested shortly 
before midday on Monday. 

Mr Varga, 76, known locally as 
’Charlie’, died from head injuries 
at his home in Cannon Street, 


Wellingborough, on July 27. In 
August, two men, aged 30 and 
31, and two women, aged 26 
and 31, were arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to 
commit murder. 

They were initially released on 
police bail and have now been 
released without charge. 


Authority defends 
its ‘tough’ choices

THE leader of Northampton 
Borough Council has defended a 
proposal to stop spending 
£100,000 on four Police 
Community Support Officers 
(PCSOs). 

As part of an aim to save £1.8 
million, this is one of the tough 
cuts being put forward by the 
authority in its draft budget for 
2012/13. 

Councillor David Mackintosh 
has said instead of spending 
money on the PCSOs the better 
option is to use neighbourhood 
wardens and park rangers. 

He said: “In the current circum¬ 
stances we have to make tough 
decisions and one of those is 
about policing issues. 

“We will be writing to the Police 
Authority to see if there are other 
ways of funding the PCSOs. 

“The Northampton BID 


Council pledges 

THE man in charge at 
Wellingborough Council has 
confirmed the town’s free park¬ 
ing is here to stay. 

Last week the authority 
announced it had to save 
£750,000 next year to balance its 
books. 

No matter how tough it gets 
financially, leader Councillor 
Paul Bell has said parking in the 
council run car parks will 
remain free. 

He said: “Free car parking is 
sacrosanct. If we did decide to 
charge for car parking it would 
be breaking our (Conservative) 
election pledge. 

“We have always said we 
would not charge for car parking 
and will not do so unless the 
people of Wellingborough tell us 
to do it or Her Majesty’s govern¬ 
ment compel us to do so. 

“If you look at other towns they 
have empty shops and 
Wellingborough has few empty 
shops. We are still riding out this 


(Business Improvement District) 
funds two PSCOs by working in 
partnership. 

“We are working with the police 
of the issue of community safety.” 

Another safety feature which 
could face the axe, if the budget is 
approved, is switching off some 
of the borough’s 500 CCTV 
cameras in 2013. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “There are 
no plans for the CCTV next year 
but from April 2013. 

“What we will be doing is reduc¬ 
ing the number of operators 
during off peak times. 

“We will have less people sitting 
in the control room if there are 
events going on in the town 
centre or in the borough. 

“At the moment we have over 
500 cameras. 

“The budget is out for consulta¬ 
tion and we are being up front 
with our decisions. 

“This is a draft budget and we 
have got difficult choices to

Cllr Bell said the 
council had looked at every¬ 
thing when it came to the 
2012/13 budget which is worth 
£9.35 million. 

He said: “We got people to look 
again at their budgets. 

“We have re-located staff and 
moved them out of Croyland 
Hall.

Gritters are stocked 


OUR enthusiasm for grit and gritters might not 
be high but when the snow falls it is the first 
thing we think about. We all want to know they 
have been out to ensure when we want to go 
to work or take children to school we can do so 
easily and without delays. LAWRENCE JOHN 
found out more about the county’s gritting plan. 


THERE is a joke about gritting 
and it goes like this. 

In times of trouble we all have to 
grit our teeth and bear it or get 
the council to do it - but this 
would take a little longer. 

In the case of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council’s Highways 
team it takes them three hours to 
complete a gritting run which 
might not be at the speed of light 
but when you want to travel 
around the county the next 
morning, it is fast enough. 

For the past two years, 
Highways has performed very 
well in keeping Northampton¬ 
shire’s roads moving. 

Even if they have had an excep¬ 
tional year in terms of gritting our 
routes, they still sit down after the 
winter has gone to review the 
situation to see what went well 
and what could be done better 
next time. 

This year the team are ready to 


rock and roll and have 12,000 
tons of salt ready to be used on 
the county’s roads in the coming 
months. 

Communications manager for 
MGWSP at Northamptonshire 
County Council’s Highways 
department, Rebecca Miller, said: 
“This year, like last, we are using 
salt which contains molasses. 

“This means it contains a sticky 
substance like treacle which 
helps it stick to the road better 


and does not fly around as much 
compared to other salt. 

“If we do get to a position 
where we think we are going to 
run out we start mixing it with 
sand which is good as it makes 
the salt last longer and also gives 
vehicles better traction. 

“As a county we have one of the 
biggest gritting routes in the 
country. 

“Our main priority is keeping 
the A and B roads open and 
ensuring there is a route in and 
out of each parish. 

“Each night we cover 1,000 
miles across the county and each 
run by a gritter takes three hours. 

“We also have to look after 
shopping centres, pathways and 
the areas outside schools. 

“To do this we have a team of 53 
workers and 31 gritters at our 
disposal, 27 of which are opera¬ 
tional and ready to go when 
required.” 

There are three depots across 
the county in Brixworth, which is 
the team’s HQ, Towcester and 
Rushden. 

In comparison to last year, the

“But it is interesting how many 
people are following us and 
retweeting our messages as they

AFTER haystack blazes cost the county 
more than £1 million a team has been 
launched to stamp them out. 

The Arson Task Force has been working 
with the police and rural crime group to 
reduce the number of such fires in 
Northamptonshire. 

Figures show in 2008/9 haystack fires 
cost the county in the region of £1 million 
which includes loss to the farming 
community, deployment of resources by 
the fire and police services and criminal 
justice costs. 

To support the reduction of rural crime, 
a number of covert operations have been 
undertaken, leading to a reduction in this 
type of offending of more than 25 per 
cent. 

Shaun Johnson, from the Arson Task 
Force, said: “I am delighted by these 
results and we will continue to use 
appropriate methods to protect our 
farming community. 

“Over the past 12 months we have 
worked with the Youth Offending Service 
and carried out intervention work with 
offenders who have been successfully 
convicted of this type of crime.” 

The team is also working with their 
counterparts in Leicestershire in a bid to 
identify cross-border arsonists. 

Sergeant Mark McDonnell, of 
Northamptonshire’s Rural Crime Team, 
added: “A pre-planned multi-agency 
response to detect and prevent these 
crimes has been devised in acknowledg¬ 
ment of the impact such fires can have 
on the livelihood of farmers.” 

During the latest operation, a man who 
placed a hoax call concerning a stack fire 
at Easton on the Hill was successfully 
dealt with by police. 

Sergeant Phil Holton, of East Northants 
Safer Community Team, said: “False or 
hoax calls to the fire service which result 
in a fire crew being mobilised are both a 
waste of public money and, more impor¬ 
tantly, put the property and safety of oth¬ 
ers at risk.” 

He added: “We will take positive action 
whenever possible against those who 
make malicious calls.”

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Fed-up firms face 
building site woe

BUSINESSES are letting 
people know they are still 
open as they battle with 
building problems. 

Both Wootton Tyre and 
Exhausts and Brooklands 
Garage, based opposite 
each other on the Wootton 
Trading Estate in 
Northampton, have been 
affected by a new housing 
estate being built by Orbit 
Homes on Newport 
Pagnell Road. 

Customers and staff 
have been having to 
queue to get on site and 
the firms are being asked 
whether they’re still open. 

The road leading to the 
estate is now the entrance 
to the site with lorries, 
diggers and other 
construction vehicles 
using the same route. 

Gary Lockyer, 52, the 
owner of Wootton Tyres 
and Exhausts, said: “When 
I first heard about the 
work I was told that there 
would be another access 
road made for entry into 
the development but this 
never came about. 

“The building started 
two weeks ago and it has 
had an affect on business. 



“We know there is noth¬ 
ing we can do about the 
building though, we just 
have to try to work around 
it.” 

Both businesses are still 
open and trading during 
normal hours. 

Director of Brooklands 
Garage, Alison Harrison, 
said: “The road gets 
blocked around opening 
time for deliveries to the 
site. 

“Sometimes our staff 
members have to queue 


for 20 minutes to get into 
the yard. Also, customers 
have had to sit in the same 
queues.” A spokesman for 
Orbit Homes said: “Orbit 
Homes are not aware of 
any complaints from local 
residents about the build¬ 
ing works at Newport 
Pagnell Road. However, 
the matter will be investi¬ 
gated further and steps 
taken to resolve any 
issues. 

“Temporary access to 
the industrial estate via 
the existing road through 
the site was agreed until 
such a time as the access 
became impractical. 

“The foundations of the 
houses and improvement 
works to the road are 
currently underway and 
therefore it is not practical 
to provide a temporary 
access due to the restrict¬ 
ed nature of the site. 

“A traffic management 
plan is in place and moni¬ 
tored to ensure that the 
road is kept clean and any 
disruption kept to a mini¬ 
mum. 

“The development is 
currently scheduled for 
completion in June 2012 
and at that time will have 
the benefit of the 
improved access road.”

Bin service will turn 
food into electricity

A WEEKLY food waste collection 
will be launched in Northamp¬ 
ton next month. 

Pioneered by Northampton 
Borough Council and Daventry 
District Council, the new service 
will mean more than 120,000 
households will be able to recycle 
all their food waste which 
accounts for around 30 per cent 
of the refuse sent to landfill in 
Northamptonshire. 

Every household will receive 
two food waste bins: 

■ A small caddy which can be 
kept in the kitchen and filled with 
waste that can be emptied into 
the outdoor bin 



■ A larger, 23 litre bin with a 
lockable lid that can be kept out¬ 
doors 

The service will gradually be 


phased in between January and 
March, with each household 
receiving their bins a week before 
the service begins in their area. 

Food waste collected as part of 
the new service will be recycled at 
an anaerobic digestion plant 
where it will be turned into 
electricity and fertiliser. 

Information booklets will be 
distributed early next month to 
explain more about the service. 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh, said: “I really 
hope everyone will take advan¬ 
tage of this opportunity and give 
the new service a try.” 

A weekly doorstep textile collec¬ 
tion is also being introduced from 
January 16.

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Fewer complaints 
against our cops

COMPLAINTS against North¬ 
amptonshire Police officers have 
dropped by 11 per cent, new 
figures show. 

Annual statistics released on 
Friday by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
show that in 2010/11 the Force 
recorded 535 complaints against 
officers, compared with 599 the 
previous year. 

The 11 per cent fall is nearly 
three times more than the nation¬ 
al average, which saw complaints 
across England and Wales drop by 
four per cent. 

The figures also show a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of allegations 
contained within the complaints 
to a four year low. 

Down from 703 the previous 
year to 619 this year it represents 
a 12 per cent reduction. The 
national average saw a two per 
cent increase. 

Nearly half of all allegations 
were also dealt with by local reso¬ 
lution, meaning 46 per cent were 
sorted with the consent of the 
complainant by discussion 
between them and the officer or 
member of staff involved. 

This is often the case with less 
serious complaints where an 
explanation is given to resolve 


police 


misunderstandings, an apology 
issued where appropriate or 
information given about what the 
Force is doing. 

While the national average for 
dealing with cases of local resolu¬ 
tion is 59 working days, since 
April Northamptonshire Police 
have been working to a 34-day 
deadline. 

Detective Superintendent Peter 
Windridge, head of the profes¬ 
sional standards department, 
said: “We have worked hard to 
refine our processes around com¬ 
plaints to firstly make it easier to 
access the complaints system and 
secondly to respond and deal 
with complaints more effectively. 

“We now offer a simple and 
streamlined option of quick serv¬ 
ice recovery for all members of 


the public dissatisfied by our 
service, this focuses on providing 
the complainant the outcome 
they want and how they want to 
receive it - this is reflected in the 
improved complaint statistics. 

“Not only have we seen a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of complaints 
and allegations received, but the 
average number of working days 
taken to finalise complaints in 
2010/11 was 82 days compared 
with the national average of 107 
working days. 

“Moreover we have found that 
against the national target of 
recording complaints within ten 
working days, Northamptonshire 
Police ensured 94 per cent were 
within this time limit compared 
with the national average of 87 
per cent, a year on year increase 
over the last three years. 

“Since August 2011 we have 
further improved our service by 
adapting our processes to record 
complaints in just 24 hours, not 
the national average of ten days, 
as we feel this better meets the 
needs of our public - this is a sig¬ 
nificant step for us and our com¬ 
munities. 

“Additionally, looking at figures 
to December 2011 we can see a 24 
per cent reduction in complaints 
for 2011/12 and are therefore on 
the right track for continued 
improvements.”

MOTORISTS on the Brackmills 
Industrial Estate will no longer 
complain of getting the hump. 

This is thanks to a Highways 
improvement project which has 
been completed just in time for 
Christmas. 

Businesses on the Northampton 
estate, which is a Business 
Improvement District (BID), 
pooled resources for a £390,000 
road improvement plan which 
included the removal of 17 sets of 
speed humps, the installation of 
five mini roundabouts and eight 
new parking bays. 

When companies voted to 
become Northampton’s first BID 
two and a half years ago, one of 


the most common requests was 
to get rid of the speed bumps. 

Drivers said when approaching 
them they were tailgated by HGVs 
which could straddle the humps 
and therefore didn’t need to apply 
brakes. 

Chairman of the Brackmills BID 
board, John Corrigan, said: “This 
huge capital project would simply 
not have happened without the 
BID and it is proof businesses, 
when they work together and 
pool resources, can make real 
changes. 

“From the very beginning the 
sheer number of speed humps 
has been a real issue for everyone 
working across the estate. 

“This is just the beginning 
though and the changes and 
improvements will continue.” 


MP for Northampton North, 
Michael Ellis, visited the estate 
last week to see the improve¬ 
ments. 

He said: “I congratulate all the 
businesses on Brackmills estate 
for their hard work in raising 
awareness of this problem and in 
organising funding for these 
significant works which will 
improve safety on the estate.” 

The main works took place on 
Liliput Road, Burryport Road, 
Salthouse Road, Rhosili Road and 
at the Caswell Road/Salthouse 
Road junction. 

Pedestrian crossings were also 
improved, kerbs aligned to reduce 
traffic speeds and speed radar 
signs installed. The BID has also 
treated the estate to its very first 
roundabout Christmas tree.

THERE’S an oft-quoted theory about 
panto that it serves an important 
purpose, bringing youngsters into the 
theatre for possibly the first time. 

While this is undoubtedly true, it 
does put significant pressure on the 
show concerned to deliver an experi¬ 
ence that will leave them wanting to 
come back again in the future. 

This festive offering from producers 
Qdos provides a perfectly adequate, if 
workmanlike, example of the genre, 
but it’s hard to escape the thought that 
there may not be enough here to draw 
back putative theatre-goers of the 
future time and again. 

Headlining as Wishee Washee, Bobby 
Davro gives us Bobby Davro, complete 
with comedy voices, a snatch of his 
cabaret turn doing vocal impressions 
and some suitably lame double enten¬ 


dres. If you like Davro ... well, you get 
the picture. Elsewhere, dancer Brian 
Fortuna looks pretty and moves well as 
Aladdin, while Charlotte Bull as 
supporting genie Scherazade and 
David O’Mahony as Abanazar have a 
go at stealing the show. 

That honour actually falls to Jeffrey 
Holland, whose Widow Twankey is 
traditional, boisterous and game for a 
laugh. 

But all the cheap gags and the feeling 
of some performances running on 
autopilot can be forgiven thanks to the 
underlying sense of fun. What’s much, 
much harder to overlook is the produc¬ 
ers’ shameful reliance on pre-recorded 
backing tracks, rather than a live band. 

In going for the money-saving 
option, they have stripped a huge 
element of the energy and excitement 
from the show. 

And, what’s more, they have robbed 
those all-important youngsters of a 
truly magical part of what panto is all 
about. Oh yes they have.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Bailey banking on 
hometown winner

EMBRACING a local winner is always a popular 
pastime at Towcester and perhaps this 
year’s Boxing Day meeting will prove that 
during the holiday season, home is where 
the heart is. 

At Towcester’s previous meeting on 
December 15 the Northamptonshire stable 
of Caroline Bailey was on target with 
Bohemian Rock in the 2m l/2f 
freebets(a)gg.com Handicap Chase, scoring 
at odds of 100/30 in the hands of Tom 
Messenger, one of four outright favourites to 
score on the seven race card. 

The Bailey team persistently turn out to 
support their local track yet this winner was 
not arriving out of turn, being their first from 
the National Hunt yard since Gemini Storm 
in April last year while Bohemian Rock was 
twice placed at Towcester last season. 

Weather interference has proved 
something of a blight to Towcester in the 
last two years, but with a more favourable 
forecast, perhaps the locals will have 
something to cheer about once more. 

The 2008 Boxing Day Towcester fixture 
proved something of a festive carve-up with 
trainers Jonjo O’Neill [three winners], Venetia 
Williams [two], Nicky Henderson and Nick 
Gifford going through the card between 
them. 

Twelve months earlier, Ross-on-Wye 
trainer Williams had again saddled a 
Towcester double, indeed they came in the 
first two races and after Elsie’s Pride had 
taken the opener, the 50/1 shot Hinton 
Thunderbolt stunning form and course 
students. 

In 2006 there was a local Boxing Day 
winner in the form of Jacarado for county 
based owner Richard Whitehead while in 
2005 Franco scored over hurdles for 
Towcester trainer Anna Brooks. 

Going further back, county handler John 
Upson was successful in a chase here with 
The River Joker in 2003, so perhaps the 
omens are good.

CHRISTMAS Eve fixtures are rare 
enough, but if Bruce Craig has his 
way then all fixtures over the 
festive period will soon be a thing 
of the past. 

The multi-millionaire business¬ 
man and chairman of Bath - 
Northampton Saints’ opponents on 
Saturday - has again been pressing 
the case for rugby union to switch 
to a summer sport in recent weeks, 
although whether anything will 
come of that remains to be seen. 

Whatever the case, Bath travel to 
Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday in 
the Aviva Premiership and Saints 
assistant coach Paul Grayson is 
looking forward to this early festive 
fixture. 

He said: “I think it’s going to be a 
brilliant atmosphere. Traditionally 
over Christmas, Boxing Day has 
been the big games and that puts 
the brakes on the Christmas 
celebrations a little bit. 

“I’m sure for the players it will be 
nice to be able to play the game on 
Christmas Eve and then relax and 
not worry what happens after that. 

“We play again on New Year’s Eve 
and hopefully it will be a positive 
experience.” 

Not that Grayson or the rest of the 
coaching staff are gong to let the 
players over-indulge. 

“We’re very professional and we 
wouldn’t condone any behaviour 
that would be considered inappro¬ 
priate,” he said, adding: “As much as 
anything else it will be emotional 
recovery. 

“Christmas is a hard time; every¬ 
one is buzzing about here, there 
and everywhere with families, and 
you, as a player, are in the middle of 
it but your mind is elsewhere.” 

The match pits two sides on differ¬ 
ing runs of form against each other. 
Northampton will be full of confi¬ 
dence after a 45-0 win at home to 
Castres in the Heineken Cup on 
Sunday, while Bath suffered a humil¬ 
iating 52-27 defeat away to Leinster. 


They have also struggled in the 
league this year under new boss Sir 
Ian McGeechan, currently sitting 
tenth in the Premiership. 

But Grayson, who played under 
McGeechan during his tenure in 
charge of Northampton, is wary of 
a Bath backlash. 

He said: “He [McGeechan] doesn’t 
deal in failure and often processes 
take a while to embed themselves. 

“They’ve had some changes going 
on down there with some new play¬ 
ers coming into the team. 

“They played a lot of good rugby 
last week, albeit when the game was 
over, but that shows signs of 
progression. 

“If they get it right they will be 
dangerous. 

“You’ve only got to look at the 
quality of players they have got in 
their team across the board. 

“It wasn’t a pleasant experience 
for them in Ireland and they’ll come 
here determined to do a job.” 

Grayson’s role has seen him trying 
to help those players that were 
involved at the World Cup settle 
back into the Saints way of doing 
things, and he is pleased with how 
that has gone. 

“It’s simple things like having a 
completely different calling system 
and structure,” he said. “It’s the way 
England have played and when 
you’re immersed in that for a period 
of time and then come back it’s like 
speaking a different language 
almost. You have to try and trans¬ 
late the bits that are the same, what 
they’re called and how they fit into 
the team here, having been practis¬ 
ing something else for four months. 

“Re-integrating the players is as 
much getting them out on the pitch 
in training and picking up their 
faults, how they’re doing things and 
reminding them of how we like it. 

“Then it’s about getting some 
minutes on the pitch. The lads in 
the backs played a bit, but the oth¬ 
ers didn’t play too much. 

“But it has not been a long process 
and that is testament to their hard 
work.”

Trio are ‘future lifeblood’ 
of Saints, says boss Jim 


RUGBY UNION 

NORTHAMPTON Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder has hailed Ben 
Nutley, Jamie Elliott and Mike 
Haywood as the stars of the future 
for the Franklin’s Gardens outfit 
after the senior academy trio 
signed two-year first team 
contracts with the club. 

They have all come through the 
Saints youth system to show their 
first team credentials this season 
in Aviva Premiership Rugby, the 
Heineken Cup and LV= Cup. 

Elliott, 19, burst into the Saints 
first team in 2010/11 with two tries 
in his first two Aviva Premiership 
Rugby appearances against Sale 
Sharks and London Irish. He went 
one better in his Heineken Cup 
debut in this season’s trip to 
Castres by scoring two tries, 
adding to the brace notched in 
October against Saracens in the 
LV= Cup. Educated at Bedford 
School, Elliott who is comfortable 
both in the centre and on the wing 
helped England Under-20 win a 
Grand Slam earlier in the year and 
was selected in the Under-20 Elite 
Player Squad at the start of this 
season. 

Nutley is another 19-year-old to 
have grabbed the attention this 
season. Although he made his first 
team debut in 2010/11’s LV= Cup, 
the flanker started the first five 
matches of the current Aviva 
Premiership Rugby campaign and 
made his Heineken Cup debut in 
the trip to Castres. 

Like Elliott, Luton-born Nutley 
educated at the Saints partner 
college Moulton College has been 
included in the 2011/12 England 
Under-20 Elite Player Squad. 

Twenty-year-old Haywood has 
become a regular in the black, 
green and gold match day 23 this 


season. The Southend-born hooker, 
who played a major role in helping 
England Under-20 reach the 2011 
IRB Junior World Championship 
final, made his Saints first team 
debut in this season’s Aviva 
Premiership Rugby opener against 
Gloucester. 

The first member of the Eastern 
Counties Elite Player Development 
Group to have earned a first team 
contract, Haywood made his first 
start against Exeter Chiefs and has 
since experienced the pressure of 
playing in an East Midlands derby 
and in the Heineken Cup clashes 
against the Scarlets and Castres. 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
says that having quality players 
like Elliott, Nutley and Haywood all 
come through the Saints Academy 
system into the first team squad is 
vital for the future prosperity of 
the club. 

“Players like Jamie, Ben and Mike 
are the future lifeblood of 
Northampton Saints,” he said. 

“It is always good to have players 
in the squad who the fans can see 
as being their own having watched 
their development over a number 
of years. The players themselves 
have grown up in the culture of 
the club and we have seen how 
vital that is to the ongoing success 
of other teams that have been at 
the top of their leagues for a 
number of years. 

“More importantly, all three have 
shown that they are ready for first 
team rugby and have the quality to 
be able to compete at the highest 
levels of Aviva Premiership Rugby 
and the Heineken Cup. 

“It speaks volumes for the work 
being done by Alan Dickens and 
Mark Hopley and the rest of the 
Academy coaches and I’m 
delighted that Jamie, Ben and Mike 
have signed full contracts with us.”

Holt eyes escape to safety

ANDY Holt hopes that one of his 
favourite films, ‘Escape to Victory’, 
can inspire Northampton Town to 
climb away from the League Two 
relegation zone even if none of his 
team-mates have ever heard of it. 

The movie, starring the likes of 
Michael Caine, Pele, and Sylvester 
Stallone, tells the story of a group of 
Allied Prisoners of War who escape 
after playing the Germans in a pro¬ 
paganda exhibition football match. 

Cobblers boss Aidy Boothroyd 
reportedly once took his Watford 
side to the cinema to watch ‘Rocky 
Balboa’ in an effort to inspire them, 
and Holt now hopes he can get the 
opportunity to watch this one 
ahead of the Boxing Day clash with 
Burton Albion 

“It’s one of my favourite films,” he 
said, when it was suggested it would 
be an appropriate film for the club 
in the post-match press conference 
following Saturday’s 2-0 defeat at 
Oxford United.

AIDY Boothroyd is in no mood to dwell 
on past issues at Northampton 
Town after tasting defeat for the 
first time since he took over as 
manager in Saturday’s 2-0 defeat at 
Oxford United. 

Second half goals from Tom 
Craddock and substitute Deane 
Smalley secured a first win in seven 
games for Chris Wilder’s team, 
leaving the Cobblers just three 
points above the League Two 
relegation zone. 

The club have now not won for ten 
games, although Boothroyd quite 
rightly pointed out that he has only 
been in charge for two of those - 
one of which was a draw - and 


“I tell the kids and the team and 
they’ve not even heard of it. It’s get¬ 
ting very embarrassing, but I love 
watching that and hopefully it can 
inspire us to victory. 

“We’ve got to focus on two home 
games, two positive results and 
we’re going to be right up for the 
game on Monday. 

“It’s a home game, we need the 
crowd behind us, we need to have 
another good week of getting used 
to the shape and how we’re playing, 
and hopefully we can turn in a 90 
minute performance and get the 
victory and build from there. Then 
we’ve got another home game and 
a couple of away games, but all we 
can think of at the minute is Burton 
and getting the three points.” 

Holt believes that the Northamp¬ 
ton team are making progress 
under new manager Boothroyd, but 
he is well aware that they need to 
ensure their second half perfor¬ 
mances match those of the first 45 
minutes. 

The loss at Oxford had seen the 
visitors on top after the first period 


before goals from Tom Craddock 
and substitute Deane Smalley after 
the restart earned the U’s all three 
points. 

Holt said: “I thought we were very 
comfortable in the first half. We 
knew that their full backs were 
going to get a lot of the ball and we 
let them have it. They didn’t put in 
too many clever crosses that really 
affected us and I thought we dealt 
quite quickly with it in the first half. 

“Second half, we still had good 
chances. . . then they got the goal 
and maybe we’ve gone for it and 
looked a little bit exposed at the 
back, but sometimes that happens 
in football. 

“It’s all ifs and huts, and you don’t 
feel like you get much luck when 
you’re near the bottom of the 
league. 

“We’ve played well enough to 
score a few more than we have done 
in the last couple of games, and if 
we keep creating those chances 
then that will turn into goals. 

“Then when we’re 2-0 up people 
won’t be talking about our fitness 


and other things, and they’ll be 
taking all of the positives from it.” 

Holt has also been enjoying a run 
in the team under Boothroyd, 
having been restricted to mostly 
fleeting substitute appearances 
under previous manager Gary 
Johnson. 

During that time, the 33-year-old 
was also fulfilling a coaching role, 
and while that is something he 
would like to do in the future, he is 
concentrating on the playing side. 

“At the minute it’s absolutely 
brilliant and I love playing,” said 
Holt. “When Gary Johnson was here 
it was easy for me to do the coach¬ 
ing because I had done my knee at 
the end of last season and then my 
shoulder, and I was just getting 
back to fitness. 

“I’ve always said that I do love 
coaching, but I feel I’ve got a few 
more years left of playing. 

“I’m obviously not up to speed on 
the fitness side of things yet, but I’m 
getting there with the game and 
hopefully I can keep progressing 
and improving.”

He said: “What’s happening at the 
club is that it’s a new era, a new 
chapter. What has gone before is 
gone and we now look forward. 

“When I first came I said it is in 
three time zones. It’s getting 
through to January with the guys we 
have got and getting the best out of 
them in terms of getting them 
working and playing together. I do 
think we are doing that. In January 
it’s about bringing in players that are 
better than what we have got and 
can make us a better team and 


a better squad. And it is also about 
getting to the summer, making sure 
we are stabilised, still in this league 
and that we look to push on next 
year. We’re still stuck in the first one 
[time zone], but at the same time I 
can honestly say that is one of the 
best 2-0 defeats I have ever been 
involved in because they kept going

As with the previous week’s 1-1 
draw at home to Crewe Alexandra, 
Northampton were the better side 
for the first 45 minutes and their 
best chance to break the deadlock

in the third to clinch the match and guarantee 
him at least £10,000 in prize money. 
Undoubtedly, the highlight for Richardson 
was two 145 checkouts - the highest of the 
match. 

“When I was 2-0 down in the first set I said 
to myself, ‘come on, you’ve got three legs to 
win now’,” recalled Richardson. “I just kept 
plugging away, not worrying or looking at 
what he was doing, and I knew I could beat 
him. With the crowd and with my wife and 
kids at the end, as well as a couple of mates 
who had come down from Irthlingborough, 
the walk-on was amazing. 

“I expected the crowd to be singing ‘Barney 
Army’ because he is the second-biggest 
name in darts. But when I started winning 
they were singing and chanting my name. I 
think they thought, ‘Who’s this underdog? 
We’ll start getting behind him.” 

Richardson was due back to his day job as 
a bricklayer two days ago, but with his last 
32 meeting with Huybrechts coming up on 
December 27 he has now taken the rest of 
the year off. 

Should he progress, the matches will then 
come thick and fast, with a third round clash 
against former World Championship quarter 
finalists Paul Nicholson or Alan Tabern 
awaiting the victor a week today. 

It also means that Christmas has been 
postponed in the Richardson household and 
he will be practising on Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day to ensure he is on top form to 
face Huybrechts, who progressed with a win 
over Brendan Dolan. 

Richardson said: “I always said that if I got 
through then Christmas would be put on 
hold because I’ve got a job to do at the 
Alexandra Palace.

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Lawes: It is good to get weight 
off my shoulders with new deal

COURTNEY Lawes is happy to be able to 
focus fully on his rugby once again after 
agreeing a three-year contract extension 
with Northampton Saints. 

Earlier in the week, the club confirmed 
that they had signed academy trio Ben 
Nutley, Jamie Elliott and Mike Haywood to 
professional deals, and they have now 
managed to tie down another product of 
their youth system. 

Since making his debut for the club in Na¬ 
tional Division One against Esher four years 
ago, Lawes has gone on to achieve England 
recognition and established himself as one 
of the brightest second row prospects in the 
country. 

He was pleased to have sorted a new deal 
with his hometown club, saying: “It’s good 
to get that weight off my shoulders and 
carry on playing rugby again. 

“I definitely wanted to stay at the Saints, 
but at the same time you can’t let them take 
advantage of you. 

“We came to a decision and we were both 
happy, so it’s good. 

“It’s security for a good little while now. 
You can just crack on and focus on the 
rugby, and you’ve got nothing to worry 
about really. 

“My whole family are around here, I’ve got 
a house here and I’m very settled. 

“It’s good to play for your home team with 
your own crowd here as well.” 

Lawes was again in the thick of things 
during Sunday’s 45-0 victory at home to 
Castres in the Heineken Cup, although he 
only played 51 minutes before being 
replaced. 

The 22-year-old put in some trademark 
crunching hits against the French side, as 
well as coming up with two vital steals in the 
line-out. And he feels that he is getting back 
to his best after admitting that it took a cou¬ 
ple of weeks to get settled after returning 
from World Cup duty with England. 


Lawes said: “I’m getting back to good form 
and enjoying my rugby, and I need to keep 
playing week in, week out to be the player 
that I want to be. 

“Because I hadn’t played much, I was a bit 
out of sorts in the first few games. 

“After that I played well in the Wasps game 
and since then I’ve been solid, which is 
good. 

“It’s just good to have a bit of momentum 
going into each game. 

“Every game I’m as involved as I can be. I 
do stuff pretty well, so the more I’m involved 
then the better I will be.” 

Despite his reputation as a no-nonsense, 
tough tackling lock, Lawes is rarely one that 
finds himself in trouble with the match 
officials. 

Saints director of rugby Jim Mallinder has 
also hailed his “on the edge” approach to 
the game, although there are rare 
occasions it has landed him in hot water. 

One was not long after he had returned 
from New Zealand in October when Lawes 
was yellow carded for a late hit on Jeremy 
Manning in the home win over Newcastle 
Falcons. 

But the forward believes his timing has 
improved since then thanks to playing reg¬ 
ularly for Northampton. 

He said: “Mistakes happen and I didn’t 
mean to take him out. If you look at it I 
didn’t charge into him, I just clipped him 
with my shoulder on the way through and 
he made a meal out of it so I got sin-binned. 

“You get fine margins and if you’re going 
to be the best player you can be you can’t 
worry about that. You’ve got to do what you 
can. It’s all about timing. That was an early 
game when I had just started playing again, 
and you’re not quite as quick as you are 
when you’re playing week in, week out. 

“That’s when late challenges happen, but 
once I’m in the swing of things it’s just a 
matter of picking your moment. When your 
timing is in and you’re playing every week 
you can see where players are going to go 
and it’s a lot easier.”

Within minutes of Richardson nailing double 16 
to take the match, setting up a second round 
meeting with Belgian Kim Huybrechts, it was 
already being talked about as one of the biggest 
shocks in the history of the World 
Championships. 

However, the 37-year-old is keeping his feet 
firmly on the ground. 

“People are talking about it being the biggest 
upset ever, but I don’t look at it like that. I just 
look at it as I beat Barney,” he said. 

“I’ve got to focus on my next match now. Kim is 
a very good player. I can’t underestimate him. 

“There is a lot of talent on the tour. We get to 
see it every week. The public don’t see what we 
see every week in the Players’ Championship 
events.” 

Richardson, dubbed ‘a Rushden Diamond’ by 
Sky Sports commentator John Gwynne, found 
himself 2-0 down during the first set against van 
Barneveld before punishing his opponent’s 
missed checkouts to win the next three and go 
into the first break leading. He then took the 
second set 3-1 before again coming from two down
